3. The classes and any maximum number of shares that the corporation is 
authorized to issue: 

COMMON SHARES 

(a) an unlimited number of Common Shares without nominal or par value 
(the "Common Shares"), the holders of which are entitled: 

(i) to one vote per share at all meetings of shareholders, except 
meetings at which only holders of a specified class of shares are 
entided to vote; 

(ii) subject to the rights, privileges, restrictions and conditions 
attaching to any other class or series of shares of the 
Corporation, to receive any dividends declared and payable by 
the Corporation on the Common Shares; 

(iii) subject to the rights, privileges, restrictions and conditions 
attaching to any other class or series of shares of the4 
Corporation, to receive the remaining property of the 
Corporation upon a liquidation, dissolution or winding-up of 
the Corporation; 

and the holder of a fractional Common Share is entitled to exercise 
voting rights and to receive dividends in respect thereof. 



SCHEDULED" 



Without in any way limiting the borrowing powers of the directors 
under the Canada Business Corporations Act, as amended from time 
to time, die Board of Directors may from time to time, in such amounts 
and on such terms as it deems expedient: 

(i) borrow money on the credit of the Corporation; 

(ii) limit or increase the amount to be borrowed; 

(iii) issue debentures or other securities of the Corporation; 

(iv) pledge or sell such debentures or other securities for such sums 
and at such prices as may be deemed expedient; 

(v) secure any such debentures, or other securities, or any other 
present or future borrowing or liability of the Corporation, by 
mortgage, hypothec, charge or pledge of all or any currently 
owned or subsequently acquired real and personal, moveable 
and immoveable, property of the Corporation, and the 
undertaking and rights of Ae Corporation. 

Nothing in this paragraph limits or restricts the borrowing of money 
by the Corporation on bills of exchange or promissory notes made, 
drawn, accepted or endorsed by or on behalf of the Corporation. 

The Board of Directors may from time to time delegate to such one or 
more of the directors and officers of the Corporation or persons as may 
be designated by the Board all or any of die powers conferred on the 
Board above to such extent and in such manner as the Board shall 
determine at the time of such delegation. 

For greater certainty the foregoing powers conferred on the directors 
shall be deemed to include the powers conferred on a company by 
Division W of the Special Corporate Powers Act, being Chapter P-16 
of the Revised Statutes of Quebec, 1977 and every statutory provision 
that may be substituted therefor or for any provision therein. 

The directors may from time to time appoint one or more directors in 
accordance with the laws governing the Corporation.
